Washington, Jan. 23.— The 
session 


of the senate developed three distinct 
sensations. 
Most important of these 


wus the presentation by Mr. Sherman 
of a letter from Minister Rodriguez, 
the representative of the Greater Re- 
public of Central America (including 
Nicaragua), in effect protesting against 
the execution of the Nicaraguan canal 
f reject by the United States under the 
concession granted in 1SS7 to the Nic- 
araguau Canal company. 


As the bill 
for this purpose 
was 


about to be voted on by the senate, the 
appearance of the letter created con- 
sternation among its friends. 
| 
Mr. Morgan, its chief supporter, at 


once declared that the letter was in- 
spired by Great Britain, who sought 
to drive the United States from the 
isthmus by using the Central Ameri- 
cas as a catspaw. 
He asserted that 


Minister Rodriguez had come here to 
execute such a plan, and that it was 
an open threat against American con- 
trol of the canal. 


Senator Vilas declared that it struck 


a death blow to thu canal project pro- 
posed by the pending bill. 


Earlier in the day the senate unex- 


pectedly 
found itse.lf 
discussing the 


new 
Anglo- American 
treaty. While 


the treaty itself has been released, all 
discussion of it is restricted to exec- 
utive sessions. 


Notwithstanding this 
rule the 
ex- 


pressions 
wore Tree 
and full

Messrs. 
Sherman, 
Gray. 
Cullom, 


Lodge, Hoar and others. 
The state- 


ments of these senators were uniform- 
ly favorable to the high principle of 
the treaty, the only (nullification be- 
ing that it should receive mature and 


i dispassionate consideration.

Turpie caused a preliminary flurry by 
criticising the reported agreement be- 
tween Mr. Olney and Mr. Sheramn by 
which no action was to he taken as to 
Cuba before March 4.

agreement had been made, and added 
that he had not had a word with Mr. 
Olney in that direction. Mr. Tnrpic 
gave notice of a speech on tho Camer- 
on Cuban resolution on Monday.

With tiio piiouograpl) wo niay iiota 


down what is exactly the musical se- 
quence in original songs. In "The Lund 
of Sunshine" is an article entitled 
"Sougs of the Navajoes," mid there are 
notes of the music, as recorded on the 
phonographic cylinders, accurately snor- 
ed. Mr. John Comfort Fillmoro writes: 


From the standpoint of the scientific 


stndeut of folk soug, all these Navajo 
sougs which I have had tiie opportunity 
to study are extremely interesting. This 
interest, too, is of several 
different 


kinds. ThoNnvajoes, litre all other mak- 
ers of folk music, use , 'oir songs as a 
medium of poetic and emotional expres- 
sion, and it is very interesting to note 
the quality of melody they employ for 
this purpose. One may note the range 
and kind of intervals, the kind of rhythm 
and meter and the quality of tone 
which these people find appropriate to 
the expression of certain ideas and feel- 
ings in song. A comparison of the Na- 
vajo aongs in these particulars with the 
corresponding songs of other tribes and 
races would be a most interesting eth- 
nological study, especially as the inner- 
most life of ail otir aboriginal tribes is 
embodied in their music. So far as I 
know, all their prayers aud expressions 
of religions feeling find ontlet in song. 
So do all the deeper social emotions, 
aud the historical records of the tribes, 
the traditions of noble deeds, the memo- 
ries of good and bad fortunes received 
at the hands of the gods, all are record- 
ed and h:\nded down in the songf? of 
the various societies.
